HE  Board  of  Trustees,  in  presenting  the  Report  of  the 
tra^actions  of  the  Advancement  Society  durmg  the  past 
'.  ep,  desire  to  render  grateful  and  devout  thanks  to  the 
dier  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  for  the  measure  of 
■ a?ess  that  has  attended  their  efforts.  Thev  have  sought 
:oiake  such  an  application  of  the  hmited  means  placed 
a heir  charge,  as  would  most  effectively  promote  the 

for  which  the  Society  was  instituted ; “^hlie  Advance- 
git  of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.”  While  gratified

The  Parishes 
a;  strengthening.  Several  from  other  congregations 
hve  been  baptized,  confirmed,  and  are  now  commimi- 
cats.  God  does  bless  us  with  increase.  Your  Mis- 
snary  has  much  to  encourage  him.  Much  under  God 
hs  been  done,  but  more  remains  to  be  done.  The 
(.urch  in  her  primitive  laeauty  and  purity,  is  better 
iderstood  and  better  loved,  open  opposition  is  not 
c:en  discovered;  but  it  yet  lives  in  the  prejudices  and 
iiorance  of  multitudes  here.  1 know  of  no  field  equal 
i extent,  of  so  much  importance  to  us,  as  this.  This 
jople  are  your  debtors,  and  so  am  I.  God  will  reward 
;;u  : we  yet  need  your  care  and  interest.” 

During  the  past  year,  three  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
Sciety  were  admitted  to  Holy  Orders,  and  all  now 
cgaged  m the  work  of  the  ministry — at  present  the 
isistance  of  the  Society  is  extended  to  but  a single 
(ndidate.  It  is  to  be  feared,  this  valuable  department 
' the  work  of  the  Society  must  be  suspended,  if  not 
:together  abandoned,  unless  its  funds  should  be  in- 
•eased  by  more  liberal  contributions  than  it  has  lately 
ceived. 
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The  inconsiderable  sum  of  $48  80  was  all  thatcct 
be  furnished  the  Bible  Committee — for  the  circulali 
of  the  sacred  Scriptures.  As  happily  Protestant  Cli 
tians  agree  in  receiving  the  Bible  as  the  rule  of  faith , 
practice,  and  regard  its  circulation  as  a matter  of  the  i 
inn)ortance ; it  may  be  hoped  that  a united  effort  wil 
made  to  strengthen  .the  Society  by  donations,  for  r 
specific  object. 

Idle  Female  Episcopal  Tract  Society,  by  the  circi 
tion  of  its  valualde  publications,  contributes  to  ext 
the  intluence  of  religious  truth.  The  Bishop  Wl 
Parish  Library  Association  have  afforded  value 
assistance  to  many  of  our  Missionaries,  by  placing  w 
in  their  reach,  works  of  approved  value.  It  has  die 
buted,  gratuitously,  the  past  year,  six  hundred  and 
volumes.  The  Bishop  White,  and  the  Female  Pra 
Book  Society,  have  not  relaxed  their  exertions  in 
gratuitous  distribution  or  sale  at  moderate  prices 
the  Liturgy  and  Offices  of  the  Church. 

From  the  Treasurer’s  account  annexed  to  this  Rep( 
it  appears  that  the  receipts  of  the  Society  during 
past  year,  amounted  to  $2,722

We  cannot  close  this  Report  without  urging  u] 
Churchmen  the  claims  of  the  Society  to  their  gener 
liberality.  It  has  existed  for  thirty-eight  years  : ^ 
founded  by  men  whose  zeal  and  piety  adorned 
Church ; has  been  strongly  commended  by  the  St 
Convention.  Under  the  blessing  of  God,  it  has  d( 
much  good  by  the  extension  of  true  religion  within 
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li^  of  its  operations.  A large  majority  of  the  Parishes 
^v^lhin  tiie  interior  of  the  State,  o’vve  their  existence  to 
r.lj  Advancement  Society. 

iyiissionary  stations  are  established,  Sunday  Schools 
aaperation.  Church  buildings  erected,  the  benefits  of 
wich,  we  could  not  have  possessed,  had  no  such  Insti- 
tiiion  existed.  While  we  concede  that  waste  places

A SEKMOX. 


J.’’  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : — 

r could  not  hope,  upon  so  sudden  a call,  to  say  any 
tug  specifically  adapted  to  the  object  of  your  present 
neting.  Nor  indeed,  as  it  has  proved,  was  it  neces- 
sy.  The  Report  which  you  have  just  heard,  speaks 
!■  itself,  and  speaks  well  for  you.  / could  only  trust 
lat  I might  be  able  to  treat  of  general  prmciples  and 
liths  not  alien  from  the  purpose  of  your  Association, 
•jhall  do  this  with  extreme  regret  for  the  cause  which 
]a  made  my  imperfect  services  to  be  desired  by  you, — 
e indisposition,  namely,  of  your  own  Bishop, — and 
t,  (aside  from  this,)  with  extreme  gratification  that 
is  placed  in  my  power  to  add  my  humble  offering  to 
e service  of  a Society  whose  object  I thoroughly 
)prove  and  respect. 

The  words  upon  which  I shall  address  you,  are  taken 
om  1 Pet.  iii.  8. 

‘‘Love  as  Brethren.” 

The  world  is  made  up  of  confraternities.  There  is 
le  brotherhood  of  humanity,  in  which  God  hath  created 
of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the 
lee  of  the  earth.” 

There  is  the  brotherhood  of  feUmo-citizenship,  in 
'■hich  men  are  bound  together  under  the  same 
ovemors  and  the  same  laws. 
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There  is  tlie  brotherhood  of  kindred,  in  which  e 
ties  of  nature  form  a yet  closer  relation,  and  bring  e 
individual  out  of  the  mass  into  affinities  of  the  tendei  it 
and  dearest  kind. 

There  is,  finally,  the  brotherhood  of  the  Chmi, 
which  all  the  others  are  intended  in  some  measure  o 
typify  and  illustrate.  The  Church  is  for  the  world,  r 
the  whole  race  of  men ; while  its  minuter  subdivisk  s 
are  betokened  by  the  lesser  aggregates  of  humanity,  t 
has  laws  which  reach  to  the  farthest  and  the  least ; ai 
yet  the  nearer  affinities  are  not  overlooked.  It  is  te 
“ household  of  God  it  is  the  “ family  of  God it  s 
the  ‘‘fellow-citizenship  of  the  Saints;”  or  it  is  t? 
one  “ universal  Church  calling  thus  into  play  eve/ 
affection  of  humanity,  and  adapting  itself  to  man  in  1 
his  various  relations. 

It  is  in  all  its  aspects  a brotherhood.  It  is  a broth<- 
hood  as  combining  men  under  one  general  head,  aii 
adding  to  the  links  of  a common  humanity  the  clos* 
relation  of  a sonship  towards  God.  It  was  the  grai. 
object  of  the  Saviour’s  atoning  sacrifice,  to  bring  m<. 
to  be  at  one  with  God,  to  introduce  them  into  a rel- 
tion  by  adoption,  similar  to  that  which  He  IIims(‘ 
sustained  as  the  everlasting  Son  of  God.  He  thi 
brought  those  who  believe  on  Him  into  the  divii 
family,  making  them  sons  of  God  and  joinfiheirs  wit 
Himself  of  the  heavenly  inheritance.  He  made  G( 
their  Father  by  reconciling  them  to  Him  through  faiti 
bringing  them  into  His  family  by  baptism,  and  securir 
for  them  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  as  at  once  tl 
spirit  of  adoption  and  the  pledge  of  it.  By  thus  makin 
God  their  common  Father,  He  made  them  Brethren,  an 
established  a relation  between  them  closer  than  an 
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oier  that  had  existed  through  nature  or  by  human 
ipointment.  Their  duties  in  this  relation  were  higher, 
tlir  bonds  more  solemn,  their  mutual  love  purer, 
tin  in  any  union  of  merely  earthly  fonnation.  Not 
tit  the  hnks  of  their  inferior  relations  were  thereby 
dsolved.  On  the  contrary,  they  were  strengthened, 
b being  compacted  by  higher  motives,  and  made  to 
uite  with  the  enduring  chain  which  bound  them  to  God. 
I t still,  where  the  relations  came  in  conflict,  (as  some- 
ties  from  their  different  tendencies  they  might,)  those 
0 nature  must  yield  to  those  of  grace.  It  was  a law  of 
ti  new  relation : “ He  that  loveth  father  or  mother 
lire  than  Me,  is  not  worthy  of  Me,  and  he  that  loveth 
SI  or  daughter  more  than  Me,  is  not  worthy  of  Me.” 
he  brotherhood  of  the  Church  was  to  be  stronger  than 
fy  other  brotherhood,  because  it  was  in  that  com- 
1 anion  that  men  maintained  their  relation  with  God. 
.11  other  relations  might,  therefore,  sooner  be  dissolved 
ian  this ; this  alone  could  under  no  circumstances  be 
landoned. 

l)We  see  from  this  how  close  and  peculiar  was  the 
' otherhood  of  the  Church.  There  were  also  other  ties, 
jsides  a common  parentage,  which  added  to  its  strength, 
he  mode  of  introduction  to  it  was  the  same  for  all.  It 
as  “ one  baptism”  which  admitted  them  to  its  privileges, 
id  imposed  upon  them  its  obligations.  Their  inherit- 
ace  in  it  was  the  same.  It  was  ‘‘  one  faith”  which  bound 
lem  together  as  by  a common  oath,  and  made  them 
artakers  of  a common  lot.  Their  hopes  were  the  same, 
.^hey  looked  forward  to  another  world  which  was  to  be 
heir  home,  and,  in  the  expectation  of  it,  they  were  all 
nd  equally  strangers  and  sojourners  here.  Their  in- 
erests  were  common  interests,  their  service  was  a com- 
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mon  service,  their  trials  were  common  trials,  and  t'w 
reward  was  a common  reward. 

More  than  all  this,  they  were  animated  by  “ le 
Spirit,”  working  in  them,  indeed,  diversely,  but  to  le 
end,  and  creating  all  the  essential  features  of  their 
tionshij)  after  the  same  model,  even  after  the  patten  d 
Christ  their  Lord.  In  Him,  indeed,  and  through  ig 
Spirit  dwelhng  in  them,  was  their  oneness  perfect  I ; 
they  were  ‘‘all  one  in  Christ  Jesus.”  He  was  tlir 
Leader,  their  Guide.  He  was  to  be  with  them  alwa  ij 
and,  to  signify  both  His  own  union  with  them  and  th(  -s 
with  each  other,  He  established  for  them  a memorial  tt 
which,  partaking  of  emblems  which  represented  H:i, 
they  partook  of  Him,  were  joined  with  Him  by  fail, 
and,  renewing  their  covenant  with  each  other,  at  ofe 
declared  and  confirmed  their  fellowship. 

Such  was  the  original  brotherhood  of  the  Church,  f 
the  Church  continues,  the  brotherhood  continues;  :r 
all  this  was  of  the  essential  character  of  the  Churc, 
that  for  which  it  was  created,  and  which  preserved 
in  being.  If  the  Ijrotherhood  continues,  the  obligati  , 
which  it  involves  continues ; for  the  two  are  inseparabii 
That  both  the  Church  and  the  brotherhood  continr 
we  all  acknowledge.  That  the  Church  exists,  not  on 
an  association,  l)ut  an  association  of  hrothers,  that  it 
one  grand  fraternity,  that  it  is  the  union  of  a commc 
sonship  under  a common  Father, — all  this  we  readil 
and  universally  admit,  however  imperfectly  we  reali^ 
it  in  practice.  And  yet,  if  the  brotherhood  does  exis 
it  should  be  duly  recognized.  If  it  involves  duties,  thog 
duties  must  be  punctually  and  earnestly  performed.  * 

Now  it  is  the  intention  of  St.  Peter,  in  the  text,  to  sei 
forth  both  the  duty  and  the  ground  of  it.  The  duty  i 
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Icj;  the  ground  of  it  is  our  common  brotherhood:  not 
o:y  leyve,  but  love  as  brethren.  There  are  different 
kids  of  love — love  as  belonging  to  different  relations, 
lis  is  the  love  which  is  required  of  us  from  our  mem- 
b’ship  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  The  duties  which  it 
b'olves  are  those  which  are  enjoined  upon  us  as  sons 
0 God  in  our  relations  with  other  sons  of  God, — the 
cnmon  sonship  making  us  one  fraternity. 

Let  us  now  consider  what  some  of  these  duties  are, 
rnembering  that  they  are  all  expressions  of  fraternal 
li^e,  and  that  love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  whole  law  of 
or  brotherhood. 

I.  First,  then,  there  is  the  duty  of  providing  for  the 
dritual  icants  of  our  l^rethren.  These  are,  the  instmc- 
tin  which  a son  of  God  should  receive,  the  food  by 
mch  he  is  nourished,  the  care  by  which  he  is  kept  in 
Is  sonship,  and  trained  up  for  the  full  and  final  adop- 
1)n  at  the  last  day.  It  will  be  in  vain  that  he  is  a 
(fid  of  God,  if  he  be  not  also  a child  of  the  resurrection, 
'le  who  shall  then  be  recognized  as  holding  this  rela- 
Dn  with  God,  and  admitted  accordingly  to  a part  in  the 
lal  inheritance.  It  is  our  business  to  see  that  pro- 
sion  for  this  his  highest  want  be  not  lacking.  It  is 
ir  business  to  see  that  he  have  the  appointed  food  of 
le  children  of  God,  the  food  by  which  the  whole  family 
t sustained  and  nourished  to  everlasting  life.  This 
)od  comes  from  the  word  of  God,  as  delivered  to  us  in 
lie  Holy  Scriptures ; the  ministry,  liy  which  it  is  dis- 
ributed,  to  each  his  portion  in  due  season ; the  pastoral 
are,  by  which  he  is  watched  and  guided  in  the  way  that 
eads  to  our  final  abode,  the  home  of  all  the  family  in 
he  eternal  city  of  our  God  ; and  the  Holy  Sacraments, 
)y  which  the  brotherhood  is  created  or  maintained,  and 
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by  which  the  pledge  of  communion  is  signified  and  te 
benefits  conferred  on  man. 

II.  It  becomes  us  also  to  see  to  it  that  his  tempcii 
iva7its  be  supphed.  The  bodies  of  the  saints  are  le 
temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  They  are,  with  the  sd, 
redeemed  by  Christ,  and  consecrated  to  God.  Th/, 
therefore,  come  within  the  obligations  of  our  frateril 
covenant.  It  is  a subject  of  repeated  commendat  n 
in  the  Apostolic  Epistles  that  certain  Churches  hre 
ministered  to  the  necessities  of  the  Saints ; it  is  an  obj  t 
of  frequent  command  to  do  so.  Christ  Himself  I s 
promised  to  such  ministry  a high  and  peculiar  rewal. 
He  regards  it,  though  done  unto  the  least  of  the  brethn 
as  done  unto  Himself.  Indeed  he  considers  every  b i- 
ther  as  His  brother.  The  relation  reaches  through  th(  i 
to  Him,  and  so  does  the  service  bestowed.  It  is,  then  i 
direct  mark  of  honour  to  Him,  an  indication  of  love  ) 
Him  ; so  that,  in  this  fraternity,  our  duties  become  int  - 
mingled,  and  all  that  we  render  to  the  creature  5 
rendered  to  the  Lord. 

The  duties  comprised  in  this  branch  of  brotherly  lo ; 
are,  in  the  general,  reckoned  up  by  Christ.  They  a ; 
the  giving  of  food  to  the  hungry,  and  drink  to  tl^ 
thirsty,  the  imparting  of  hospitality  to  the  stranger,  ai 
the  bestowing  of  clothing  upon  the  naked ; they  are  tl 
visiting  of  the  sick  and  the  prisoner  for  purposes  of  reh  ‘ 
and  consolation.  These  are  the  great  and  general  dutie 
comprising  under  them  species  as  innumerable  as  the  il 
which  afflict  humanity. 

There  is  no  want  of  a field  for  their  performance.  1 
stretches  on  every  side,  vast  as  the  limits  of  the  habitabl 
globe,  marked  in  every  part  with  the  scenes  of  huma; 
suffering,  and  resounding  through  all  its  borders  wit) 
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t.!  sighs  and  groans  of  numberless  victims  of  want  and 
nsery.  Alas,  it  is  about  us,  at  our  very  doors ; and 
dll  must  be  the  heart  which  is  not  moved  at  least  by 
vible  sorrows,  sluggish  the  hand  which  is  not  stretched 
ot  to  pour  that  ^vine  and  oil  into  the  wounds  of  a 
bther’s  heart  which  the  Saviour  has  taught  us  to 
btow  even  upon  an  enemy  and  a stranger.  For  we 
all  strangers  in  the  wilderness  of  this  world.  Oh, 
iwe  could  but  recognize  this,  if  we  could  feel  that  here 
V have  no  continuing  city  nor  abiding  place,  and  that 
t3  least  we  can  do  is  to  ease  tlie  weary  way  of'  pilgrims 
no  fare  more  hardly  than  ourselves,  if  our  favorite 
itreats  were  to  the  house  of  want,  and  our  favorite 
ghts  were  the  signs  of  gladness  in  a brother’s  strength- 
red  heart,  if  we  would  leave  what  there  is  of  the  world 
linging  about  us,  and  go  to  the  poor,  those  favoured 
rildren  of  God,  those  to  whom  the  Gospel  preached 
oves  itself  the  true  Gospel,  because  to  them  it  was  to 
' preached  as  a proof  of  its  genuineness, — we  should 
id,  I doubt  not,  the  duties  of  our  fraternity  more  ex- 
tly  fulfilled,  the  obligations  of  love  more  duly  pcr- 
rmed,  and  for  ourselves  a richer  treasure  laid  up  where 
iither  moth  nor  rust  corrupteth. 

III.  Another  way  in  which  love  should  exercise  itself 
wards  our  brethren,  is  in  not  distrusting  their  sound- 
'ss  in  the  faith.  This  is  a terrible  malady  of  the  pre- 
nt  day — the  doubts  that  are  freely  entertained  of  the 

jtegrity  of  a brother’s  faith.  It  eats  like  a canker  into 
le  very  heart  of  our  charities.  It  is  a perpetual  clog 
)on  all  our  labours  of  beneficence.  It  is  a blot  upon 
ir  Church,  the  deepest  and  darkest  which  she  has  to 
lar.  Differences  of  opinion  arise,  and  must  arise,  from 
le  great  latitude  which  our  Church  gives  to  private 
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j udgment  when  it  does  not  trench  upon  the  faith.  Si  li 
differences  are  a necessary  feature  of  every  true  brand  )1 
the  Catholic  Church.  It  is  only  those  who  would  p'e 
men’s  minds  down  to  uniformity  in  every  thought  { d 
conception  that  can  avoid  them ; and  they  can  do  it  o y 
by  endless  subdivisions  into  sects.  It  is  the  glory  of  m 
Church  that  she  bases  herself  upon  that  which  from  e 
beginning  has  been  held  essential,  and  gives  a free  see* 
to  human  inquiry  and  human  opinion  in  all  that . !8 
beyond.  May  the  time  never  come  when  she  shall  e 
less  charitable  or  less  Catholic  ! May  the  time  ne  t 
come  when  she  shall  make  the  speculations  of  men  uj  n 
divine  truth  the  standard  of  the  truth  itself!  Ir 
standard  is  in  the  word  of  God  as  it  has  been  ini - 
preted  from  Apostolic  times.  When  she  leaves  that,  a i 
goes  into  doubtful  disputations  in  search  of  her  gm^, 
she  will  find,  indeed,  guides  enough,  and  ready  enoui 
to  conduct  her ; but  they  will  lead  her  in  ways  s 
devious  as  are  their  own  private  fancies,  until  tliy 
bring  her,  at  last,  distracted  and  torn,  into  the  power! 
every  wandering  phantasm,  and  under  the  influence  f 
every  vjnis  fatmis  that  dances  in  the  brains  of  murk- 
minded  and  unstable  men. 

But  I was  now  speaking  not  of  the  Church’s  char/ 
towards  the  allowalile  opinions  of  her  sons,  but  of  cr 
own  imcharitableness  towards  them.  Differences  whi  i 
she  tolerates,  we  abhor ; so  that  it  has  come  to  this,  tl  fc 
men  often  cannot  think  kindly  of  those,  nor  particip£,3 
kindly  with  those,  who  vary  from  them  within  tj) 
Church’s  latitude.  We  think  their  faith  is  defective,  P 
at  least  suspicious ; it  is  not  entirely  sound ; and  tl  ? 
not  because  they  are  not  sincere  and  honest  membe  s 
of  the  Church,  not  because  they  do  not  hold  eve/ 
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Critical  article  and  point  of  doctrine  as  firmly  and  as 
iy  as  we,  but  because  they  are  not  one  with  us  in 
j'-ry  explanation  of  detail,  or  do  not  set  the  same  com- 
pj'ative  value  upon  the  inward  and  the  outward,  or  do 
a.  agree  with  us  as  to  the  best  mode  of  defending  the 
fc;h  or  preserving  the  Church’s  purity.  All  these  are 
qistions  of  form.  They  may  have  more  or  less  of  intrin- 
sf  importance  according  to  the  interests  which  they 
i'ict ; but  they  are  not  the  faith,  nor  any  part  of  it, 
ai,  therefore,  cannot  be  made  legitimate  causes  for 
d union  or  suspicion. 

Let  us,  then,  think  of  our  brethren  as  brethren  in 
t)se  things  which  constitute  them  our  brethren  : “ one 
Hy  and  one  Spirit,  and  one  hope  of  our  calling,  one 
Ird,  one  faith,  one  baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of 
8.”  These  are  the  sources  of  our  unity;  these  are  the 
fmdation  of  our  brotherhood.  Let  them  also  be  the 
fmdation  of  our  love.  Here  we  have  an  impregnable 
f tress  for  our  unity,  and  an  abiding  basis  for  our  charity. 
]>  wind  of  many-tongued  strife  can  shake  it ; let  no 
Jot  of  malice  stain  it.  Let  us  here  stand  together  as 
i.e  man;  and  let  all  beyond  be  a free  range  where 
"itiion  may  expatiate  without  injury  and  without 
fence.  Let  us  know  ourselves  to  be  brethren  in  that 
: which  we  are  one  ; and  let  it  have  influence  enough 
ith  us  to  prevent  the  unkindly  word,  the  harsh, 
;nouncing  thought,  and  the  cruel  and  injurious  sus- 
cion.  Thus  shall  we  show  ourselves  children  of  one 
ather,  brethren  of  one  fraternity,  members  of  one 
Dusehold,  parts  of  one  whole.  Thus  shall  no  shocks  of 
irty  mar  our  symmetry,  nor  breath  of  discord  taint 
n*  love ; but,  rising  superior  to  every  conflicting  wind 
i doctrine,  we  may  soar  aloft  in  spirit  to  a purer  atmo- 
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sphere,  which  is  for  the  Christian  the  native  air  of  Is 
own  hoped-for  home.  Let  us  trust  that  where  t3 
Church’s  profession  is  avowedly  held,  it  is  held  i 
sincerity ; and  let  us  make  all  due  allowance  for  t j 
vast  difference  of  intellectual  tendencies  and  moil 
sympathies  in  different  individuals ; looking  only  to  t i 
Church’s  standard,  and  taking  a conformity  with  tht 
as  enough  to  secure  our  own  love  to  our  brethren,  a:l 
a full  confidence  in  their  integrity  as  churchmen  and  i 
Christians. 

IV.  Especially  should  we,  as  the  ground  of  all  tA 
rest,  cherish  a feeling  of  oneness  with  our  brethren. 

There  is  a phrase  in  another  language,  which  has  i 
corresponding  term  in  our  own,  which  imphes  tl; 
governing  spirit  of  any  body  of  men — that  spirit  ' 
principle  which  animates  them  as  combined  in  the 
fraternity,  and  which  is  the  true  inward  life  of  the 
unity.  F or  there  is  no  unity  that  can  avail  much  whit 
depends  alone  upon  cold  outward  laws.  There  mu. 
be,  as  the  language  referred  to  has  it,  an  esprit  du  corp 
an  inward  spirit  stirring  in  all  the  members,  animath 
all  with  one  life,  giving  unity  of  impulse  and  cons: 
tency  of  effort,  making,  in  fine,  the  body,  howev 
diverse  in  its  composition,  one  in  its  being,  a congruoi 
and  effective  whole. 

Such  a spirit  is  recommended  in  the  text.  It 
the  exact  sense  of  the  Apostle’s  words.  “ Love  i 
brethren realize  your  relations  as  belonging  to  tl 
same  fraternity.  Have  the  same  mind  one  towai 
another.  Remember  that  you  are  of  one  and  the  san; 
body,  component  parts  of  the  same  whole.  Love  i 
brethren  : let  the  feeling  that  animates  you  be  that  big 
and  friendly  regard  which  belongs  to  you  as  united  i 
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ti  same  corporation.  Let  it  be  love  of  one  another  as 
b>md  together  the  ties  of  a common  brotherhood. 
Lt  the  spirit  of  that  brotherhood  be  your  quickening 
ai  guiding  spirit  in  all  your  mutual  conduct.  It  is  not 
k e alone,  but  love  of  a peculiar  kind — that  love  which 
bongs  to  you  as  members  of  one  body — that  love  which 
srings  from  love  of  the  body  itself,  and  of  Him  especially 
vlo  was  its  Founder — which  should  be  your  directmg 
ai  impelhng  principle. 

Oh,  the  dark  and  dismal  days  of  Christianity  that  we 
bve  fallen  upon,  though  we  think  them  so  full  of  light 
ad  promises  of  glory,  when  men  have  lost  to  a very 
giat  degree  this  feelmg  of  oneness,  this  blessed  spirit, 
nich,  springing  from  Christ  our  Head,  runs  through, 
jrvades,  and  viwfies  the  entire  body, — which,  uniting 
lint  with  joint,  making  perfect  the  articulation  of  every 
fveral  part  as  a portion  of  the  whole,  and  adapting 
i.ch  to  each,  and  all  to  the  one  design  of  Him  who 
leated  it,  works  through  all,  in  all,  and  by  all,  as  by 
me  simple  agent  incapable  of  division  and  separation. 
Oh,  the  fatal  effects  of  individualism  in  religion,  dis- 
.inting  these  closely  united  parts,  making  them  act 
ith  the  wildness  and  eccentricity  of  agents  imsubjected 
• a common  law,  diverging  into  endless  variety  of  abor- 
ve  effort,  and  making  Christianity  at  last  a system,  (if 
I such  a state  it  can  be  called  a system,)  of  mutually 
iipulsive  forces,  each  acting  in  its  own  miserable  circle, 
mh  occupied  with  its  own  petty  and  individual  work, 
ich  thwarting  the  other,  one  drawing  this  way  and 
nother  that,  and  all  ending  in  an  inextricable  confusion 
nd  diversity,  as  alien  from  the  oneness  of  the  original 
tructure  as  they  are  destructive  to  aU  the  best  purposes 
f Christianity. 
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Oh,  for  oneness ! for  inward  oneness  and  outwa  lk 
oneness ! for  the  inward  without  the  outward  is  I 
natural  impossibility,  and  the  outward  without  the 
ward  is  a fruitless  form.  It  is  our  prayer  by  day  a]|| 
by  night,  it  is  our  fondly  cherished  wish,  our  high(|^ 
ambition,  our  irrepressible  longing,  to  see  Christians,  i 
one  spirit  under  one  form,  labouring  together  for  tl 
good  of  the  whole,  to  see  each  with  each  acting  togeth|; 
and  interacting,  intervolved  in  their  common  purposs 
and  service,  aiming  at  one  end,  and  all  abounding  in ta 
offices  of  love  one  towards  another,  as  having  no  div< 
gent  impulses,  no  separate  powers  of  action,  but  all  ai 
mated  by  one  common  Spirit — the  Spirit  of  the  Body- 
tending to  one  common  result — the  effort  of  the  whc 
— and  thus  growing  up  in  all  things  into  Him  who 
the  Head,  even  Christ. 

Yet,  if  to  this  we  have  not  attained,  and  at  presei 
may  not  attain,  let  us,  so  far  as  we  have  attained,  wa 
by  the  same  rule  and  mind  the  same  thing.  Let 
strive  to  see  in  a brother  another  self,  and  to  set  th 
other  self  above  our  original  self  in  many  things,  and 
be  tender  of  aU  that  concerns  him  as  of  our  own  concerr 
not  forgetting  that  he  is  bound  to  us,  however  humb 
or  however  high  he  may  be,  whether  of  the  clergy  or 
the  laity,  by  the  ties  of  a common  brotherhood,  ai 
those  of  the  tenderest  and  nearest  kind;  that  wh; 
affects  him  affects  us ; that,  in  the  blessed  unity  of  th 
Body,  if  one  member  suffer,  all  the  members  suffer  wh 
it.  Let  us  remember  what  St.  Paul  has  said  : “ Who 
weak,  and  I am  not  weak  ? who  is  offended,  and  I bm 
not?”  There  is  no  brother  so  far  removed  from  u 
either  in  social  position  or  in  distance  of  space,  that  ot 
heart  should  not  beat  with  his  heart  in  its  known  em' 
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iis  of  joy  and  sorrow.  There  is  no  spirit  so  humble 
i:.ts  outward  tabernacle,  that,  hamiig  with  us  the  unity 
)Christ  and  His  Church,  has  not  a right  of  home  in 
)r  spirit,  of  place  in  our  most  hallowed  aftections. 
I ere  is  not  a spirit  with  which  we  should  not  dehght 
t('iwell  and  sj/Tnpathize,  if  so  be  that  that  spirit  pre- 
0(ds  the  true  marks  of  our  fraternity. 

A.nd  here  let  me  add,  in  conclusion,  a single  caution. 
Iis  in  vain  that  we  think  in  general  kindly  of  all 
Christian  men.  It  is  in  vain  that  our  heart  glows  with 
s^isfaction  in  contemplating  the  vast  array  of  brother- 
liod  in  the  good  Church  Catholic.  It  is  in  vain,  I say, 
lithis  be  all.  For  it  is  the  individual  feeling  that  tells 
t the  eflectual  realization  of  the  idea  of  fraternity, — 
rt  a feeling  idly  spent  on  the  widely  ditfused  surface 
fj  myriads  of  immortal  minds,  ljut  in  the  mighty  gene- 
fiity  particularizing,  and  taking  each  brother  as  he 
res  to  view,  or  as  the  providence  of  God  calls  our 
toughts  to  him,  as  a representative  of  the  whole,  and 
] uring  upon  him  the  full  tide  of  our  fraternal  affection. 

This  is  the  true  individualism  of  religion, — not,  on 
fe  one  hand,  to  be  alisorbed  in  the  contemplation  of 
Mir  own  miserable  self,  or  to  be  exclusive  in  our  Chris- 
'•m  regards  for  those  who  are  one  with  us  in  minor 
rings ; nor,  on  the  other,  to  exhaust  our  sympathies 
foon  the  wide,  unprofitable  surface  of  a general  idea, 
' se  streams  spreading  wantonly  over  a fruitless  desert ; 
[it,  running  in  our  appointed  channel,  to  send  hfe  and 
{ (freshment  to  each  and  all  within  our  reach,  until,  our 
'i  amble  rivulet  of  love  joining  with  other  rivulets  from 
- le  boundless  tide  of  the  divine  life,  all  shall  move  on 
! i one  steady  and  majestic  current,  carrying  fertility  to 
■ very  waste  place  of  human  suffering  or  human  barren- 
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ness.  Thus  shall  the  wilderness  and  the  solitary  plac(, 
be  glad  for  us,  and  the  whole  vast  desert  shall  rejoia 
and  Ijlossom  as  the  rose.  Thus  shall  we  fulfil  the  higl 
duties  of  our  Christian  brotherhood,  and  be  prepared 
when  the  bonds  and  links  of  earthly  origin  shall  sever 
to  enter  more  fully  upon  the  society  and  the  immediafi 
intercourse  of  that  countless  multitude  of  our  lioh 
fraternity  of  whom  we  knew  so  few,  and  them  so  imper 
fectly  on  earth.

0 God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  our  onl^ 
Saviour,  the  Prince  of  peace ; give  us  grace  seriously  t( 
lay  to  heart  tlie  great  dangers  we  are  in  by  our  unhapp} 
divisions.  Take  away  all  hatred  and  prejudice,  anc 
whatsoever  else  may  liinder  us  from  godly  union  anc 
concord  : that,  as  there  is  hut  one  Body,  and  one  Spirit 
and  one  Hope  of  our  calling,  one  Lord,  one  Faith,  one 
Baptism,  one  God  and  Father  of  us  all,  so  we  may  hence 
forth  be  all  of  one  heart,  and  one  soul,  united  in  one 
holy  liond  of  truth  and  peace,  of  faith  and  charity,  anc 
may  with  one  mind  and  one  mouth  glorify  Thee 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. — Amen. 
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
